Claims 1-45 are allow because the prior art of record did not teach or reasonably 
suggest, as in the exemplary claim 34, a computer readable memory structure (e.g.: a 
multi-port RAM, specification page 13 lines 16-22) configured for simultaneously 
queuing contents of packets as they are received from an InfiniBand network and 
storing communication reassembled from said content fro transmission external to the 
InfiniBand network, including a single contiguous memory shared by multiple queue 
pairs and virtual lanes; a subsequent control entry in said linked list; and in said single

contiguous shared memory, a memory bucket corresponding to said subsequent control 
entry; wherein said shared single contiguous memory and said shared control are 
configured for access by an InfiniBand receive module configured to receive said 
packets; and a transmit module configured to transmit said communications external to 
the InfiniBand network. 

Claims 1,13,16,29 and 38 are contain the identical limitations set forth above. By 
this claims 1,13,16,29 and 38 are allowed. 

Claims 2-12,14-15,17-28,30-33, 39-45 are dependent claims of 1,13,16,29 and 
38 respectively. Therefore they are allowed for the same rationale set forth above as 
well as the further limitations they introduce.
